Yesterday an engineer of the 8tate 
Highway Commission and a gang of 
seven men oegan work surveying on 
the state highway between 8anta Ana 
and Anaheim. 
This work Is being done in such a 
manner that it is taken as settling any 
doubt as to the intentions of the State 
Highway Comihisaion to improve the 
Inelde route, running through Fuller­ 
ton, Anaheim, 8anta Ana, Tustin and 
8an Juan Capistrano, as indicated by 
the state commission to the County 
Highway Commission. 
Tho surveyors are camped on L. E. 
Smith s ranch in West Orange. Yes­ 
terday they were taken over the road 
from the north city limits of Santa 
Ana on North Main .street to the south 
city limits of Anaheim on South Los 
Angeles street, by County Surveyor 
J. L. McBride. McBride pointed out the 
stakes that mark the county road be­ 
tween those two points. 
The 
route 
runs north on Main street from the 
Santa Ana city limits to W est Chap­ 
man street, and there turns west and 
follows the main road to Anaheim. The 
state requires a slxty-foot right-of-way. 
On that point there will be no trouble 
ne the county has a right-of-way not 
leas than sixty feet at any point, and 
part of the way it Is sixty-six feet. 
Tho survey and estimates will
